BITES OF ANIMALS. 


Apart from all concomitant danger of 


blood poisoning, the severity of the 
bites of flesh-eating: animals is out of 
all proportion to the weapons by which 
they are inflicted. The teeth, even of 
the largest carnlvora, are merely the 
"spearheads;" but the 
force which 


"works" these instruments is prodi- 
gious. It seems as if for the moment 
the animal threw all its bodily energy 
into the combination of muscular ac- 
tion. which we call a ''bite." la moet 
cases the mere shock of impact, as the 
animal hurls itself on its enemy is en- 
tirely demoralizing, or inflicts physical 
injury. 


A muzzled mastiff will hurl a man 


to the ground in the effort to fasten its 
teeth in his throat or shoulder. Then, 
the driving and crushing force of the 
jaw muscles is astonishing. The snap- 
ping power of an alligator's jaws is 
more or less intelligible. 
They are 


long, aad furnished with a row of 
pointed teeth from end to end. But

Lightning Conductors. 


Some interesting experiments bear- 


ing on the' conductivity of lightning 
conductors have been made by Prof. 
Koch, as reported iu Industries and 
Iron. He formed a chain several yards 
long with links of iron oxide and piac- 
ed it in circuit with two accumulator 
cells and a galvanometer, the chain 
being in a room thirty yards from the 
galvanometer. When a spark was dis- 
charged in the vicinity of the chain, 
the deviation of the galvanometer 
showed that the resistance of the cir- 
cuit was reduced to one-thousandth of 
its normal value, and in a second ex- 
periment the resistance fell to one ten- 
thousandth of the normal. From these 
experiments Prof. Koch finds an ex- 
planation why lightning conductors 
with poor conductivity are neverthe- 
less effective in thunderstorms. The 
oscillations produced provoke an enor- 
mous reduction of resistance af^tne 
proper instant to facilitate the now cr 
current through the conductor.

A Table for an Invalid. 


There are seme invalids who 
are 


compelled to occupy a recumbent po- 
sition who find a tablet fixed to a writ- 
ing board a great convenience. Take a 
board about eight 
inches wide and 


eighteen long and cover it with soft 
cotton flannel, and attach the flannel 
to it. The board can be propped up at 
any desirert angle, so that it can be 
used by a person lying on his left side. 
The lower part of the board will serve 
as a partial rest for the hand and arm. 
It is a mistake for an invalid or any 
one to make much use of his eyes while 
in a recumbent position. Reading or 
writing in a recumbent position are al- 
ways prohibited by oculists, even where 
there is only a slight trouble with the 
eyes.

What shall be the qualities of the 


Christian home? 


First of all. it must be a refuge. 


Wives and mothers know not what 
they are doing—who occupy no public 
stage, render no public service, make 
no public addresses, serve no public 
ministries—I do not believe they know 
what they are doing in the world, and 
we fathers and husbands do not often 
enough tell them what they are doing 
In the world. 
Blessed is the man 


whose home is a refuge! who, being 
tossed to acd fro on the waves of a 
tumultuous and combative sea through- 
out the day, leaves his office, his busi- 
ness perplexities, behind him, and 
when he opens the door and enters 
the house, enters the landlocked har- 
bor. 


But the home ought not to be a ref- 


uge for the husband and the fathers 
only, but we who are husbands and 
fathers ought to make It a refuge for 
the wives ant! mothers as well. 


They have their cares also, and when 


we come to our homes we ought to 
come bringing with us such a spirit 
as shall exorcise these cares ant! make 
home their refuge. It Is curious, but 
It is true, the best way to get rid of our 
own care Is to take someone else's. 
Would the husband be rid of his own 
perplexities, let him for a little while 
take his wife's. The mother loves the 
child, attends upon him from 6 o'clock 
in the morning until 6 o'clock at night, 
and is tired, not of her child, but 
of her perpetual strain of attention; 
and now It is the husband's time to 
take the child a little from the wife. 
The new care wl'.l be a rest to him as 
well as to her. 


In the second place, this home Is to 


be a school. The home is God's hud- 
ding-place for plants, where the little 
children are trained in the pot3 be- 
fore they can stand the inclement 
weather outside. These children, with 
their imitative habits, catch the spirit 
of father and mother; follow tlie avo-

The treat- 
ment in some case consists simply in 
applying the jewel to the affected spot, 
when by an absorbent process it re- 
moves the difficulty. 


Again it is sometimes necesary to 


burn the stone and inhale the fumes 
or swallow the powder. One treatment 
costs from 250 to 3,000 francs, accord- 
ing to the ailment, and it is no unusual 
thing for a patient to take a course of 
fifty treatments.

Mme. Honouis says there is not a large 
profit, owing to the expense of the rem- 
edies.

A. Peculiarity of L»k« Superior. 


It is very frequently the case that 


persons who are drowned rise to the 
surface within a short time, but it ia 
said, and the tradition runs back to 
the days of the earliest settlers, that 
whoever goes down to death in the 
waters of this great lake must remain 
there forever. There is no record of a j 
body rising once it has reached the 
rock-covered bottom of this large sheet 
of water. Several reasons are assigned 
for this fact, none of which, however, 
have any real scientific basis. It is 
claimed that the water Is so cold that 
gases do not generate in the bodies of 


rcuaded ears make its long head and — 
neck most pronounced; its tiny tail 
seems a, most ludricous ending of ite 
immense haunches, which are in keep- 
ing only with the enormous teeth and 
ponderous claws. Some of these con- 
trasts are but faint in the specimens 
in captivity, whose abnormal methods 
of life naturally modify their character- 
istics. 


The most northern latitude in which 


the track of a bear has been observed 
is that noted by Lieutenant Lockwood, 
of my expedition, in eighty-three de- 
grees, three minutes north, near Cape 
Benet; and strangely enough this aai- 
mal was traveling to the northeast. 


Occasionally a polar bear, luxuriating 


m rich hunting afforded by an ice-peak, 
is carried by drift far into southern lat- 
itudes, and thus this species sometimes 
reaches the coasts of Labrador and the 
southern shores of 
Hudson Bay or 


meets its fate in the North Atlantic as 
the disintegrating floes finally dissolve. 


It wae long asserted that these bears 


could swim neither very far nor fast— 
an opinion arising, doubtless, from the 
awkwardness that marks their rnove- 
mente—but it is now held that the 
animal is almost amphibious. 
Payer 


says that four men, on one occasion, 
could not pull a boat fast enough to 
catch either of two swimming bears, 
laptain Sabine while with Parry's ex- 
jedition, midway in Barrow Strait, for- 
y miles wide, saw a bear swimming 
itrongly; no ice was visible from the 
ihip, and the circumstances seemed to 
ndicate that the animal was crossing 
the strait from shore to shore. 


No systematic effort appears to have 


be«n made to obtain data as to the 
,argest animals killed by hunters, but 
Sir John Ross measured sixteen bears 
killed in Boothia Felix, North America, 
of which nine were males and seven 
:emales. The average length from snout 
to end of tail was ninety-four inches 
for the males and seventy-eight and 
seven-tenths for the females. The larg- 
est bear measured one hundred and 
one and a half inches, and weighed ten- 
hundred and twenty-eight- pounds, the 
animal being in poor condition. 


The largest specimen o£ which I have 


personal knowledge is one killed in 
Bering Sea, whose skin is owned by 
Senator William P. Frye, of Maine. It 
measures nine feet seven inches, ex- 
clusive of the tail of two inches, anr 
ite girth around the body just back of 
the forelegs is ten feet. 


The largest specimen recorded by a 


scientific observer was one of the many 
bears killed by the expedition of Leigh 
Smith, which was shipwrecked on the 
southwest part of Pranz Josef archi- 
pelago, 1SS1-2. Dr. W. H. Neale, the 
naturalist of the expedition, says that 
some of the bearc were very large, that 
one measured eleven feet exclusive of 
the tail. There is then, no reasonable 
ground to question the veracity of the 
statement of Gerit De Veer, a compan- 
ion of Barentz in his third voyage, that 
there was killed in Nova Zembla, in 
1597, a bear which was twelve feet 
long, possibly including the tail. 


While the polar bear is by prefer- 


ence non-vegetarian, living upon fish 
and the flesh ot the eeal, when he can 
procure it, nevertheless he will occa- 
sionally eat seaweeds, and in cases of 
necessity has been known to subsist 
for some time on land vegetation. Nor- 
denskiold relates that Doctor 
Theel 


shot at Port Dickson an exceedingly 
fat old bear which had evidently been 
living on grass for some time. The

were the experiences of Doctor Borgen. 


While making observations be was 


seized by a polar bear, which knocked 
him down, caught him by the head, 
and dragged him several hundred yards 
over the ice, which fortunately was so 
rough ae to retard the brute eo much 
that the pursuing party, by the use ot 
firearms, rescued the doctor just on 
the edge of 
a 
smooth 
ice plain, 


over which the bear with his enormous 
strength, could have carried the victim 
on the gallop. Borgen received about 
twenty mounds, the most serious being 
two bues in the skull, which, for- 
tunately, failed to fracture it. 


The most notable of all fatalities re- 


sulting from an unprovoked attack on 
man by the white bear is that which 
occurred in connection with Barentz's 
voyage to the arctic regions. It is said 
that the beast seized one man by sur- 
prise, killed another who came with 
a party to rescue the first, mangled both 
and was finally killed by shots fired 
by other members of the party. 


Of this bear De Veer wrote: 
"We 


dressed her liver and ate it. which in 
the taste liked us well, but it made us 
all sick, and we verily thought that we 
should have lost them, for all their 
skins came off from the foot to the 
bead, but yet they recovered again, for 
the which we gave God hearty thanks." 


Hall says that the Eskimos of Cum- 


berland sound likewibe believe their 
liver to be poldonous, even for dogs. 
It did not prove to be so, for some of 
his own dogs which seized upon the 
liver unawares suffered no ill 
effects 


therefrom. 
In the case of my own 


party, we refrained from eating the 
liver simply as a concession to preju- 
dices that in minor matters must be re- 
spected in arctic work. 


The meat is also viewed with suspi- 


cion, and, Ross tells us, all who par- 
took of it suffered from violent head- 
aches, and that later the skin peeled 
from the upper parts of the person. 
Prom personal experiences, I believe 


can Indian for his treachery, cowardice 
and intractibility. These critics forget j 
that both Indian and bear eircpiy ask 
to be let alone in possession of their 
hunting grouuds, and that instinctively 
they pursue the most effective, indeed 
the only possible methods by which 
the few can withstand the many. 


The polar bear is not a dashing, im- 


pulsive animal, but he ia endowed with 
caution and sagacity to an unusual ex- 
tent. In nearly every instance the suc,- 
cess of the bear in obtaining sus- 
tenance depends upon stealthy 
and 


concealing methods whereby he 
is 


withdrawn from the view of his victim 
until he is ready to strike. 


While it is true that a skillful hunter, 


with good firearms, stands in no great 
danger from the polar bear, -which he 
usually attacks at a disadvantage to the 
animal, nevertheless it requires a man

Speaking of 
South 
African native 


races and guided by comparative phil- 
ology we find that there are ouiy two 
distinct families of people in the whole 
country, says the Rev. John Mackenzie 
In Good Words. There are very many 
subdivisions or clans, but only two dis- 
tinct races. 
These have been named 


by comparative philologists the Garie- 
pine family and the Bantu family. The 
Garieplne are yellow, light-complex- 
loned people, with oblique eyss, strong- 
ly resembling Chinese or Mongolians 
in all matters of personal appearance 
except the hair, which merely dots the 
head like bushes in a barren country, 
and is curly. The old tribe names are 
wellnigh disused now in public returns 
in the colony. 


On the mother's side these colored 


people are cbiefiy Garlepine, but they 
probably know no language now except 
Dutch and English. 
This is certainly 


true of the young people. 
Found by 


the first Europeans in possession of the 
southwest portion of the 
continent, 


they were pastoral people and loved 
the banks of rivers for the flocks and 
herds. 
Like some of the 
tribes of 


north Asia (.whom they otherwise re- 
semble physically), these yellow South 
Africans made their huts with mats 
which they spread over slender bent 
poles. 
When as graziers they wished 


to move their herds they folded up 
their mats, collected and tied up th« 
slender poles of their huts, secured all 
on the backs of pack oxen and pro- 
ceeded to their next grazing grounds, 
much in the same way as Tartars and 
Mongolians are doing today. 


Beyond the woolly hair which these 


two families of Africans have in com- 
mon, they are in all 
other respects 


widely different from one another. In 
common with 
Europeans, the yellow 


people s^uak varieties of a "sufiix." lan- 
guage; while in common with the la- 
landers of the South seas the Bantu 
or dark 
people speak 
dialects of a 


"prefix" language. 
The yellow peopla 


are akin to north Asia and to Europe 
not only as speaking suffix languages, 
but also in some of their ancient cus- 
toms. There is. for instance, the In- 
teresting fact that among Asiatics aa 
well as Europeans, and from the earli- 
est times, the "daughter" has been the 
"milkmaid" of the 
family, as indeed 


the derivation of our word daughter 
itself conveys to us. 


The ancient 
custom is the same 


among the Garieplne people in South 
Africa. 
I have seen the girls of those 


yellow people go forward of an evening 
to meet the kome-coming cnws, and, 
deftly throwing a rein or cord over 
their horns, lead them quietly to the 
neighboring tree or pole and proceed 
to milk them. Now in the same neigh- 
borhood, in a village of the Bantu peo- 
ple, no woman might enter the kraal 
or cattle pen. or mingle with the cat- 
tle: it was "forbidden." according to 
their old customs; in short, it was "un- 
canny. 


Again,, it is well known to Chiuesa 


scholars that there are "tones" in Chi- 
nese—that is. that the height or low- 
ness of the tone in which a word Is 
uttered will decide what is the mean- 
ing o£ the word. 
For instance, I am 


informed 
that in Chinese a certain 


word, in the first tone, means to fly, 
in the second tone to subsist, in the 
third tone to swim and in the fourth 
tone to issue. 
How necessary to pitch 


one's words aright in China! But, 
strange to say, it is equally necessary 
in South Africa, if one is speaking the 
old Hottentot or Koranna language. 
Thus in the latter language Dr. Bleek 
tells us that a certain word, it pro- 
nounced in a loud key, means hand- 
kerchief; the same word, three notes 
down, means the spot, and four notes 
lower still it stands for the adjective 
dark. Beyond the lozenge-shaped eyes 
of the yellow people, their milkmaids, 
their suffix language, it would seem 
that the "tones" of their old language 
complete the proof of their former con- 
nection with north Asia. 


Half a Nation Out of -Work.

Education is for the nobility and high- 
er classes, not for the mat,s of t!;e peo 
pie.

I anarchy, Michael Bakunin. A Russian

ern anarchy. Santo, Golli and Luchini, 
the successful assassins of three rul- 
ers killed since 1894, were born in It- 
aly and spent much of their time there 
acquiring the ideas which prompted! 
them to their dastardly deeds. 


Nor is the knife the weapon of Ital- 


ian anarchists alone, for it is a favor- 
ite with believers in the 
creed the 


world over. The file, or three-cornered 
dagger manufactured from a file, the 
weapon of the empress' assassin, is a 
favorite. 
One of this class, found in 


the effects of Anarchist Lingg of Chi- 
cago, is now in the curio collection of 
a well-known Chicagoan. 
The three- 


cornered steel is about seven inches 
long, securely fastened in a wooden 
handle. 
The sheath is a section of 


a broomstick, through the center o! 
which a hole is bored.

Gold Leaf in Blblen. 


From the Ceylon Standard: It 


that gold leaf for decorative purposes 
is, as a regular matter of business, 
packed in little boohs made up of the 
unbound packages of holy writ cut 
to the requisite size for the purpose 
and stitched together. 
On inquiry I 


learn that the practice of packing the 
material in this way is a well-estab- 
lished one, and that the Bible is se- 
lected for this purpose because, as a 
rule, the type is more evenly set and 
the printing generally finer and better 
executed. On the other hand, 1 hear 
from other sources that the use of the 
Bible is looked upon as a sort of guar- 
antee that the leaf is of the best pos- 
sible quality. It appears that the book 
of common prayer is also employed for 
the same purpose. Gold-leaf books are 
made up and supplied to the trade by 
an enterprising firm in Birmingham. 
An enterprising man in London also 
supplied them. It is evident that the 
books are made up from the sheets in 
which they leave the press and before 
they are folded. 


Modern Olympian Gam**. 


Efforts have already been started to 


secure the selection of an American 
city for the third series of internation- 
al athletic games on the Baron de Cou- 
bertin foundation. These games are to 
be held every four years at places se- 
lected by the international Olympian 
committee, a body of fifteen men rep- 
resenting as many countries, the presi- 
dent being a citizen of the country des- 
ignated to be the seat of the coming 
games. 
The first of these games was 


held in Athens. Greece, in 1896; when 
Paris was selected for the second se- 
ries, in 1900. The date of the third, 
1904. 
is yet some time ahead, but as 


the place for holding it will be chosen 
and the special committee to organize 
the games will bo appointed in 1900, 
it has been deemed advisable to start 
an early agitation in favor of an Am- 
erican city.

games will be Professor W. M. Sloane 
of Princeton university.
